I lie state superintendent of public schools announces that 
reports coining to him from public school authorities through 
out the state disclose a serious shortage in teachers. 
It is not surprising in view of existing conditions that this 
announcement comes. 
The number of *'* ig men taken into 
tlic army service from the various vocations of life has left 
'Meant many places which can be and 
are being 
lilied 
lo 
younger men .just out of school and young women who would, 
following the ordinary tfrond of events, devote themselves to 
teaching school. 
With so many opportunities opening up to th** young men 
aud young women at this time, offering very substantial im 
numeration, that the call of the school should go unheeded. 
While present conditions are, by no means to lh* accepted 
as an example, generally speaking, yet the people of Ohio 
may as well’ look at the school conditions squarely anti fairly. 
There is no class of public servants more impoitant in ii' 
effect for good on the* national life, no class of public 
ser 
vice which does mon* to build up and maintain the moral aud 
intellectual life of the nation, than the school teachers and 
there are no public servants who receive less reward for their 
services. 
School teachers can scarcely live during tiled* war 
times on the meager salary the public pays for their sendees 
.md in self defense they must accept 
better chances 
when 
offered. 
School authorities insist that higher salaries are impossi 
’’Ie under present financial conditions. 
Probably that’s true 
.md if it is then the law makers should go after tin* laws and 
arrange a different plan of raising revenue. 
School teaching must be made more attractive and more 
profitable or the schools will deteriorate and when that occurs 
t!ie nation suffers an incalculable loss.
